


_ Eich Urges Study Of Pass-Fail System To BOD Members 


Another possible step to- 
wards more student participa- 
tion in decisions affecting their 
education is being planned, this 
one by ASSSC Vice President 
Ritchie Eich 

In a letter going to all in- 
coming members of the Board 
of Directors, Eich has urged 
next year's BOD to look into 
the possibility of sounding out 
student opinion on instituting 
a “pass” or “fail” system for 
some classes 

Eich explained the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis has 
been exploring this possibility 
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by sending a questionnaire to 
students asking them the fol- 
lowing questions: 

(1) How do you like the 
present grading system? 

(2) How would you like a 
more specific grading system” 

(3) How would you like to 
take one course “pass or fail” 
per quarter? 

(4) How would you like all 
lower division courses “pass or 
fail”? 

(5) How would you like all 
courses “pass or fail’? 

Eich hopes a similar ques- 
tionnaire can be given to SSC 
students in the fall 


At UCD the survey was 
made among classes containing 
equal numbers of upper and 
lower division students with 
diversified academic interests 
A total of 700 st ients were 
involved 

Approximetely 70 per cent 
said they like the present let- 
ter system but would prefer a 
numbered system, like that in 
use at the service academies 

Under this system all work 
within a course is equated on 
a 4(A) to 1(D) scale which al- 
lows decimal! breakdowns be- 
tween points. This would pro- 
vide a more exact result than 


the current borderline grades, 
such as A minus or B plus, 
especially in the fina! grades 
which would be the average of 
the total of all work. 

Nearly 70 per cent of those 
responding to the questionnaire 
also supported allowance of 
one pass-or-fail course per 
quarter which has been rec- 
ommended university-wide 

Only 38 per cent supported 
the suggestion all lower divi- 
sion work be on a pass-or-fail 
basis and even less, 27 per cent, 
were for all college work on 


this basis 





Final Draft Test 
§ Slated For June 


Administration of the fourth 
and final test in the current 
series of the Selective Service 
College Qualification Test will 
be held on Friday, June 24, 
1966. Any registrant who has 
not previously taken the test 
and is not scheduled to take it 
in the current series (May 14, 
May 21 or June 3) may now 
apply by obtaining an applica- 
tion at the Registrar's Service 
Window. Applications must 
be in the mail by June 1, 1966. 

The Dean of Students, Don- 
ald W. Bailey, advises all Se- 
lective Service registrants to 
take the optional test. The 
Selective Service System ad- 
vises local draft boards of 
guidelines to use in granting 
student deferr ents The Se- 
lective Service System has 
suggested a system using class 
rank and test scores to the local 
boards who have the authority 
to grant deferrments on the 
basis of national) interests with- 
in their local area. When a 
student does not take the op- 
tional test, the local board must 
use class rank only 

Confusion has recently arisen 
on many campuses across the 
country as to the role of col- 
leges in supplying information 
to draft boards. The Dean of 
Students points out that the 
Selective Service System oper- 
ates under a Federal law that 
specifies that every man, be- 
ginning on his eighteenth birth- 
day, has a six-year military 
obligation to the government 
The Selective Service System 
takes the attitude that defer- 
ment of this obligation, wheth- 
er as a student or for other 
reasons, is a privilege, not a 
right. The obligation of keep-

Bailey points out to all stu- 
dents that this college gives 
no information to local Selec- 
tive Service Boards unless the 
student concerned requests 
that information be submitted 
Arrangements have been made 
for students to make such re- 
quests at registration. Dean 
Bailey states that if a student 
does not have information sub- 
mitted to his local board or 
does not have a Selective Serv- 
ice Qualification Test result 
filed, it is difficult to see on 
what basis a student could ex-

Commencement Plans 
Chairman, Mathews is dean of 
the faculty of the Ecumenicai 
Institute, a division of the 
Church Federation of Greater 
Chicago 

A Methodist minister, Rev- 
erend Mathews has traveled 
throughout Africa, the Far 
East, Europe and the United 
States, lecturing on and study- 
ing the renewal of the Chris- 
tian Church with regards to 
lay men and women. 

He has taught religion and 
philosophy at the Perkins 
School of Theology, Southern

State Controller Alan Cran- 
ston will speak today at 11 a.m 
in the Quad on the topic, In 
Defense of Dissent 

Cranston's appearance is be- 
ing sponsored by the Northern 
Valley Council of Young Dem. 
ocrats and the SSC Young 
Democrats and is open to al 
students and faculty 

Cranston was born in Palo 
Alto in 1914 and grew up in 
the same area. He is a gradu- 
ate of Stanford University 

In the mid-thirties, while a 
correspondent for the old In- 
ternational News Service, he 
travelled in Ethiopia, Fascist 
Italy and Nazi Germany, dis- 
closing first-hand details on 
the machinations of Benito 
Mussolini and Adolf Hitler 

Early in 1939 his publication 
in America of what Mein 
Kampf really proclaimed sold 
500,000 copies, until the courts 
ruled it violated Hitler's conv- 
right 

In 1945 Cranston made the 
New York Times’ Ten Best 
Books of the Year list with 
The Killing of the Peace, con- 
cerning the United States Sen- 
ate fight over the League of 
Nations. This book Has recent- 
ly been republished by Viking 
Press 

In post-war years, he suc- 
cessfully operated a real es- 
tate, investment and property 
management business, while 
devoting spare time to mobiliz- 
ing support for the United Na- 
tions and the Democratic party 





Experts in good vhotographa 
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In 1958 he was elected State 
Controller, and four years lat- 
er was re-elected 

In the 1964 Democratic pri- 
mary he sought a U. S. Senate 
Seat, but was defeated by then 
Senator Pierre Salinger

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Perhaps unnoticed by many 
SSC students, Norbert A 
Schlei, a Dernocratic candidate 
for Secretary of State of the 
State of California, visited 
SSC last Friday as guest of the 
Young Democrats 

Schlei is the former United 
States Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral. Having graduated magna 
cum laude from Yale Law 
School in 1956, he then became 
law clerk to the U. S. Supreme 
Court Justice John Harlan and 
from 1957 until his appofnt- 
ment to the Justice Depart- 
ment in 1962 he practiced law 
in California. His specialty is 
corporate law and that is what 
“I think makes me the most 
qualified candidate for the po- 
sition of State,” he said 

Schlei believes that the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State 
is a rather ambiguous one, be- 
cause of the person that is

holding it at the moment. He 
said, “First Frank Jordan, Sr., 
held the office for 36 years and 
now Junior has been holding 
it for 24 years. Many people 
still think they are voting for 
his father, but he never does 
anything; he does not even 
campaign.” 

Schlei is the author of the 
book State Regulation of Cor- 
porate Financial Practices: The 
California Experiences. In 
several national crises he has 
advised Presidents Johnson 
and Kennedy. He originated 
the “guarantine” concept Pres- 
ident Kennedy used in the Cu- 
ban Missile Crisis and he also 
wrote the Executive Order 
that federalized the Alabama 
National Guard in the Univer- 
sity of Alabama desegregation 
crisis. Schlei aiso directed the 
drafting of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 and the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. For Presi- 
dent Johnson he drafted the 
Anti-Poverty Bill and was the 
chief architect of the new Im- 
migration Reform Bill which 
abolishes the discriminatory 
national origins quota system 

Schlei favors a voting re- 
form here in California. “This 
State needed a coinplete over- 
haul of its voting laws for the 
past fifty years,” he explained. 
“Votine registration should be 
permanent, similar to the idea 
of a credit card, and a cut 
down on the registration time 
would be convenient. The vot- 
ers also have a right to more 
clearly stated initiative mat- 
ters.” 

“The political contribution 
law needs to be _ reviewed. 
Presently it is meaningless. A 
candidate does not report his 
campaign expenses until after 
the elections when it is too 
late. Florida made its reform 


ATTENTION 
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so that the candidates would 
have to turn their expenses in 
during the campaign This 
way delinquent candidates can 
be disqualified prior to the 
election.” 

Schlei believes 
Frank Jordan is much too po- 
litical in his office and has 
made it an “obscure paper- 
shuffling job.” He feeis that 
we should reconsider the Uni- 
form Corporation Section Law 
to encourage new companie 
into California, but he is 
against a situation of “laissez 
faire’ as exist in Delaware 
and Nevada 

Schlei measures his chanc 
in both the primary as well as 
the actual election as very 
good, “Well, I think I am the 
best qualified candidate and 
my campaign is well planned 
compared to the ones of my 
opponents. But my name may 
be a disadvantage. What can 
you do with a name like 
Schlei?” he said jokingly. “But 
then perhaps it will strike peo- 
ple as so unusual that they will 
remember it. But it won't be 
easy to beat Jordan,” he added 
as an afterthought

After several months of 
constant coflict and conster- 
nation in which student or- 
ganizations have riddled and 
criticized student government 
student publications, other 
student organizations and fin- 
ally the faculty and admin- 
istration—a needed and hon- 
vrable act of justice was car- 
ried out. I am commending 
the Faculty Evaluation Board 
not only on their decision to 
grant Mrs. Molly Irwin tenure 
in the English Department, 
but more importantly on the 
members’ conscientious effort 
to preserve or establish an at- 
mosphere of  student-faculty 
respect and cooperation at 
Sacramento State College. 

Having experienced the 
unique and valuable insight 
into both “education” and life 
which radiates from Mrs. Ir- 
win, for three semesters, I am 
overjoyed, not so much for 
her as for future students who 
will reap the benefit of her 
personai involvement; and yet 
the actual accomplishment of 
the board overshadows the 
outcome of any single faculty 
member or student. The fair- 
ness and thoroughness by 
which these members have 
handled the issue will tn- 
doubtedly restore within the 
student body a portion of con- 
fidence which has wained, es- 
pecially during this school 
year. Firstly, the interested 
individual ix assured that his 
opinion is and will continue 
to be listened for is he is in- 
terested in voicing an opinion 
at all. Secondly, this newly 
recognized student-faculty co- 
alition suppresses the desires 
of those students who advo- 
cate the bandwagon, anti-ad- 
ministration, anti-regulation 
protest approach. The efforts 
of the board have acknowl- 
edged that student objectives 
may be accomplished through 
rational and planned discus- 
Sion, petition and participa- 
tion, without resorting to 
physical, attention-getting 
antics. 

Finally, I feel that the ad- 
ministraiton has shown its in- 
telligence and foresight by 
actually turning a large part 
of the responsibility for an 
advancing college community 
upon the students themselves. 
It is relatively easy to cry 
and complain for student rec- 
ognition and_ responsibility 
when the load is on the ad- 
ministration and even a few 
Students, but have we as a 
student body effectively real- 
ized and used the powers and 
rights we have traditionally 
possessed, and, more import- 
antly, will we rise to the in- 
terest level necessary to util- 
ize future powers such as stu- 
dent evaluation of faculty? 

The power, or burden, for 
maintaining this collapse 
never has actually rested with 
the administration, for we, the 
Students, are responsible for 
the caliber of our education, 
in class and out. We make the 
student laws and we decide 
how the funds should be ap- 
propriated. We carry on the 
activities and we are writing 
the history—our own history 
and not that of the adminis- 
tration. 

1 would personally like to 
thank the members of the 
Faculty Evaluation Board: 
Dean Cox, Henry Bammon, 
Robert Good, Norman Hunt, 
Clarence Drown, Melvin Ful- 
ler, Orville Norberg, Robert 
Else and interested faculty 
members Victor Comerchero, 
Jean Faurot, John Livingston 
and Merritt Winans, who have 


reminded us of our power and 
duties by showing respect for 
a rational student opinion— 
the belief in Mrs. Irwin as @ 
sound educator 
I wonder if this respect 
could be increased by extend- 
ea rational student opinion 
and participation in campus 
government, publications and 
activities. Tne administration 
has already received their rec- 
ognition many years ago, but 
we, the students, must work to 
receive their support in achiev- 
ing our own success today.

Student Desire — 


Editor cf the Hornet 

As a young instructor at 
SSC I have tried to take ser- 
iously the students’ demand 
for a meaningful confronta- 
tion with the faculty. Accord- 
ingly, I have endeavored to 
provide “dialogue” in my 
classes by abandoning lec- 
tures and instituting discus- 
sions of the material. I have 
encouraged students to bring 
in drafts of their work prior 
to completion so that we might 
establish a genuine tutorial 
relationship 

The response of my stu- 
dents has been revealing, I 
believe, of the seriousness of 
their demands. Attendance at 
the discussion has fallen off 
While my office remains fill- 
ed with students wishing to 
chit-chat, only one has pre- 
sented his work for assistance 
prior to grading. In short, in 
spite of the demands for ‘“dia- 
logue” and personal attention, 
many of my students have 
seemed reluctant to reveal 
themselves sufficiently to in- 
itiate what they say they de- 
sire most. 

From my observations of stu- 
dent life at State, I have grad- 
ually become convinced that 
this passion for anonymity dis- 
played not only by my stu- 
dents but also by mos: of our 
undergraduates is born not of 
shyness but of an unwilling- 
ness to commit themselves to 
scholarship. 

For the most part the stu- 
dents seem to prefer a lecture 
to the discipline of preparing 
for and engaging in academic 
dialogue. They also seem to 
prefer an IBM test to a schol- 
arly essay. This is not to say, 
of course, that in their scale 
of preferences entertaining 
lectures and tests where the 
choices are obvious do not 
rank higher than dull lectures 
and obscure examination ques- 
tions. 

From what I have observed, 
I would guess that in spite of 








their gripes most students 
prefer passivity to scholarly ac- 
tivity; listening or day dream- 
ing in class to rigorous think- 
ing expressed carefully in 
speech and writing and a 
bland unstructured evaluation 
(pass or fail) to being required 
to face up to basic standards 
of academic excellence. 

If my assessment of these 
preferences is somewhat near 
the mark, then is it any won- 
der that professors who are 
able to find vocational satis- 
faction im their research or 
consulting activities? Is it any 
wonder that senior faculty 
who've heard it all before re- 
act to perrenial student gripes 
much as the townspeople re- 
acted to the boy who cried 
“wolf” once too often? 

This is the lesson that young 
instructors eager to train 
minds in the scholarly arts 
have to learn. It was best 
summed up for me by one of 
the students whom I was try- 
ing to encourage to dare to ex- 
plore his potential for creative 
thought. Replied my student: 
“Please don't let your efforts 
to educate us get in the way 
of our getting out of here.” 

If we are in the business of 
education here at State, per- 
haps it is time for the faculty 
to demand “dialogue” and a 
meaningful confrontation with 
the students. Perhaps it is time 
to call the students’ bluff.
